It is Anticipated That no Objections will be Made to the 


TRADE AGREEMENT WITH WEST 
INDIES:IS NOW PROBABLE! 


Speedy Ratification of the Agreement by Both the 
Lominion and Co!onial Legislatures. 


Ottawa.—On the conclusion of the; 
trade conference between the repre-| 
sentatives of the Dominion and the 
various West Indies governments, 


Hon. George B. Foster, minister of 
trade and commerce, gave out an offi- 
cial statement as follows: 

“An agreement signed in duplicate 
was Issued ty the representatives of 
the West Indian colonies and the gov- 
ernment of Canada. It was the re- 
sult of 6 days’ sittings in conference 
and a deal of steady work done out- 
side cf conference by subcommittees. 

“The agreement is made for a term 
of years, and revocable at the end 
of the perlod named therein on one 
year's notice. It includes exchanges 
of products on a wide and generous 
scale, and is based on a preference 
to the products of each country in 
the markets of the other. 

“The agreement goes to the gov- 
ernments of the colonies included for 
consideration, and comes into effect} 
when approved by both the Dominion 
and colonial legislatures and his ma- 
jesty’s secretary of state fur the 
colonies, It. will be possible for all 
thesw f consider and decide, and for 
the agreement to go into effect before 
the beginning of the year 1913. Judg- 
ing by the instructions given to the | 
various de'egates by their respective 
governments, and the evident good- 


will and harmonious co-operation 
shown by them-in the sessions of the 
conference, it is anticipated that no 
objection will be made to the speedy 
ratification of the agreement. 

“The agreement is between Canada 
and the interested colonies alone, and 
leaves both sides with complete lib- 
erty to adjust the tariffs as respects 
all other countries. Grenada, the Ba- 
hamas, Bermuda, Jamaica, and Brit- 
ish Honduras are the only British 
West Indian colonies that are not in- 
cluded,and for these the latch string 
{a left on the outside of the door, and 
the lemp kept burning in the window, 
with a warm welcome fire certain for 
them when they come. 

“The questions of improved cable 
and steamship communications be- 
tween Canada and the West Indies 
were carefully considered, and the 
views of the conference were embo- 
died in resolutions unanimously pass- 
ed. The objective of these resolu: | 
tion jg to effert an up-to-date and 
adequate cable and steamship con- 
nection, based upon the co-operation 
of the West Indian colonies, the Do- 
niinion of Canada, and the govern- 
ment of Great Britain. Inasmuch as 
the agreement is to be submitted to 
the various governments concerned 
for their consideration and approval, 
it is not advisable to give the details 
thereof at present to the public.” 


SHIP GRAIN VIA PACIFIC COAST 
Winnipeg Man Believes That Is The 
Solution of Western Canada 
Congestion. 
Calgary.—‘Vith the establishment 
of grain storage facilities at the Pa- 
cific coast, Calgary will become one 
of the world’s greatest grain centres, 
according to H. 8. Paterson, of the 
Winnipsg Grain Exchange, who re- | 
cently paic a visit to the Pacific 
coast cities on the Canadian side of 
the line to stimulate the movement 
for government owned terminals | 
there. Mr. Patterson’s mission wus 
undertaken with a view to encourag- 
ing the shipment of western grain 
via the Pacific in anticipation of tne 
enormous development of Pacific mar- 
kets and the opening of the Panama | 

Canal 

“What we should do is develop our 
grain trade along lines that will in-| 
gure its exportation through Can- | 
adian ports that we may derive all | 
tho Lenefit possible from it,” he sald. | 
“The American interests are daing all 
they can to gain control of the expor- | 
tation of grain from Canada, Hill ts

INDUSTRIAL BRITAIN HAS AGAIN 
. .. RESUMED ACTIVITIES ’ 
Return of Miners Permite of Opening 
of Factories and Workehops, and 
Normal Service on Railway Lines 
Throughout Britain is Now Pro: 

mised. 


London.—If the surfacemen’s grie- 


| vances can be settled, there seems to 


be nothing to prevent a resumption 
throughout the coal flelds of the Unit- 
ed Kingdom. The protests of the 
Yorkshire and Fifeshire miners 
against the Federations decision are 
not likely to be followed by action. 
The miners’ associations of these 
counties have already. recommended 
the men to return to work. 

The railway companies announce 
an early restoration of normal ser- 
vices. Some indications of the ideas 
in the minds of the labor leaders as 
to the future course of labor atrug- 
gles was given in a speech delivered 
by Vernon Hartshorn at Matesteg, 
Wales. He declared that the result 
of the coal strike would be the band- 
ing together of the coal owners, rall- 
way magnates, manufacturers, land 
owners: and capitalists of all kinds 
to cnerce the government to adopt 
legislation to prevent the workers 
from ever, again “holding up the na- 
tion.’ Therefore, he declared, the 
workers must similarly band them- 
selves. ‘The transport workers, min- 
erg and railwaymen must unite in the 
preparation for the fight, which he 
said, would be of a mdgnitude never 
before sen, 

The whirl of machinery {s now gen- 
erally heard in every manufacturing 
centre in Greut Britain, Simultane- 
ously with the resumption of work in 
the coal mines, factories that have 
been closed because ef scarcity of | 
fuel resumed operations, uttlizing the 
small rsaerve on hand, It will be 
three weeks before there is a nor- 
mal supply of coal throughout the 
country, and two months before the 
usual reserve quota can be piled up. 

In Fifeshire, Scotland, the men 
have decided not to return until the 
funds in their treasury, which amount 
to $150,000, have been exhausted, 
and as the authorities fear trouble 
between strikers and the non-union- 
ist men who have returned to work 
a large. force of police has been 
drafted into the country.

Ottawa, Ont.—The number of {m- 
migrants, so objectionable that their 
deportation has heen ordered, has not

stricter and more rigid tests should 
he applied at the port of entry. 

The number of rejections at the 
ports of arrival since 1902 has been 
7,628. For the year ensing March 
last it was 2,210, the largest on re- 
cord. ‘he number of immigrants de- 


-| tained for furcher inspection was also 


the largest on record, being 8,457, 
against 7,022 for the previous fiscal 
year. Over 35,000 have been detain- 
ed since 1902. This number repre- 
sents a percentage of rejections for 
Canadian immigration ports of 1.6 per 
cent, 

The repor. of Commissioner Wil- 
Hams at Ellis Island shows that in 
the year ending June 20, 1911, de- 
Pportations nuinbered 14,000, or 2 per 
cent. of the total.

Alberta Farmers Will Work Twenty- 
: Four Hours . 

Lethbridge, Alta-—Commencing this 
week a good many of the farmers in 
southern Alberta who are working 
large tracts will work night and day 
until seeding operations are finished. 
Headlights will be placed on the 
steam engines. used for plowing and 
these are expected to turn the dark- 
neas into daylight and make farm- 
ing possible for twenty-four hours out 
of evory working day. 

The farmers realize.that they are 
at ledgt one month behind in their 
spring work in comparison to other 
years. This is the direct result of 
the early fall of 1911 when threshing 
operations interefered with fall plow- 
ing to such an extent that a large 
humber of farmers find themselves 


compelled to do all plowing this 
spring before any seeding can be 
done, 


The soli throughout the whole of 
southern Alberta is in the best pos- 
sible condition for spring seeding. 
Never tn the agricutlural history of 
this country has there been so much 
moisture in the ground as this spring. 
Some of the farmers started work 
last week but owing to the soggy con- 
dition of the ground were compelled 
to delay proceedings till now. How- 
ever, they are busy all over the south 
now and this week will see seeding 
operations in full swing. Wheat and 
barley seeding will be in order for 
next month after which flax and oats 
will be seeded up till June 1.

Parseval Company of Germany Made

Text of the Lesson, Mark lil, 7-19, 
Memory: Verses, 14, 15—Golden 
Text, John vx, 16, R. V.—Comment- 
ary Prepared by Rev. D. M. Stearns, 
The first part of this lesson is 

found in, Matt, xii, 15-21, as well as 
in Mark, and the record of the choos- 
ing of the twelve is found in Matt. 
x and Luke vi and in our lesson ver- 
ses. Our meditation is upon the re- 
cord as found in tho several gospels. 
When Jesus knew that they had de 
termined to kill Him He withdrew 
with His disciples to the sea, When 
people resist the gospel and will not 
hear of our Lord Jesus our instruc: 
tions are to let them alone and with- 
draw from ihem (Matt. x, 14; Acts 
xill, 46: If, John x, 11), As then mul- 
titudes followed Jesus because they 
needed what He had to give, so there 
are multitudes now hungering for 
they know not what, but it is Himeeift 
they need. In those days they heard 
what great things He did, and they 
came to Him from all parts, even 
from Tyre and Sidon, as well as from 
beyond Jordan, and He healed them 
all and cast out unclean spirits (Matt. 
xii, 15) and charged the healed ones 
not to make him known. The crowd 
so thronged Him that He bade his 
disciples to bring Him a boat that 
from it He might be able the better 
to teach them. We are vessels a!so, 
and He desires from and through us 
to make the glad tidings known, but 
few seem willing to give Him the 
vessel.

HEAVY IMMIGRATION

ishing as the proportion may seem 
no less than 1,557 of these were bound 
for Canady, 


More Census Reports 

‘Ottawa, Onto—The census branch 
of the department of trade and com- 
merce will in the course of a short 
time, issue a_ series of interesting 
bulletins containing further informa- 
tion in regard to the census taken in 
Jurre last. 

One of the most important of these 
bulletins will deal with Canadian 
manufacturers which will show an 
astonishing increase as compared 
with 1901, 

Another will give all available stat- 
istics In regard to agriculture. 

The religious persuasion of the 
people will be fully dealt with in a 
third bulletin while the fourth will 
contain a further analysis of the po- 
pulation figures which, in many cas- 
es will te given by townshipr, toge- 
ther with information as to the num- 
ber of married and unmarried people 
and the proportion of children, 

These bulletins, or most of them, 
have been in the hands of the King’s 
printer, and the proof sheets are now 
being revised. Later on, only bullet- 
{ns will be issued and {t will probably 
be two years before all statistics ga- 
thered at tha census will be duly 
worked out and tabulated by the cen- 
sus staff.

With the ‘Issue of the first stamps, 
which took place at London in May, 
1840—a vcircutistance that favors this 
view being that, in 1842, Punch ridi- 
culed collectors. It was almost twen- 
ty years later, however, that stamp 
collecting began to be systematically 
carried on, and the recorded history 
of the science or ari or pastime, which 


ever one may choose to call it, ap- 
pears to date from 1862. The. first 
English and American catalogues 


were published in that year, So was 
the first attempt at a stamp album, 
and the periodical literature of the 


it was not until 
1896 that the great club of collectors, 
the Philatelic Society of London, was 
organized, and, though several local 
associations precluded our own nation- 
al body, the American Philatelic So- 
ciety, delayed to be born until seven- 
teen years after that. Now the 
nations are filled with municipal or 
general: associations, At the last Bri- 
tish philatelic congress more than 
forty were represented, and the num- 
ber of them in the world at large is 
said to exceed 400. 

During the fifty, years, armies of 
eoliectors have assembled, to be mar- 
shalled merrily by bands of dealers, 
always in the direction of advancing 
prices, It would safe to say that for 
certain Mauritius stamps there is a 
standing offer of $10,000 apiece, and 
it is believed that the world’s greatest 
collection cost its owner, a French 
nobleman, more than a million dol- 
lars, Such incidental details of  fii- 
ance prompts one to think respect- 
fully of the avocation to which they 
are related, and one’s respect would 
gurely increase if, in May of this 
jubilee year, he should visit the Brit- 
ish philatelic congress, or if in August 
he should go to Springfield to attend 
the anual meeting of our American as- 
socia‘ion. Neither children nor crazy 
folk will be found in these gather- 
ings, which will be conspicuously 
composed of level-headed  citi:2ns, 
most of them possessed of substan- 
tial bank account. That, of course, 
does not argue that young people 
should not be encouraged to take up 
atamp collecting, but rather that they 
should be. It is no more expensive 
than any other hobby, it offers pos- 
sibilities of great profit, and incident- 
ally {t insures the reward of a wide’ 
and more accurate knowledge of geo- 
graphy ard history than was ever 
gained by any lad from the usual 
perfunctory dealings with text books.

About Ambergris. 

~ A press roport from Victoria, B.C, 
the other day stated that a pieco of 
ambergris estimated to be worth $150,- 
000 was taken from a whale killed by 
the whaler Pretriana, which arrived 
at that port recently. This is said to 
be one of the largest, pieces of am- 
bergris ever found, ; 

Ambergris is supposed to be a mior- 
bid secretion of the liver of the 
spermaceti whale, found floating or 
washed ashore, It is a little lighter 
than water, and might easily be tak 
en for a piece of the bark of a tree. 
On examination, however, it is found 
to be of a waxy nature, streaked with 
gray, yellow and black and emitting 
a peculiar aromatic odor, It fuses at 
140 to 160 degrees Fahrenheit and at 
a higher temperature gives out a 
white smoke, which condenses ito a 
crystalline fatty matter. 

It is found in all sizes, from one 
pound up to twenty or thirty, but oc- 
casionally pieces weighing one hun- 
dred or two hundred pounds are found 
in whales, 

Ambergris has been known from 
an early period, some pharmacopoeias 
prescribing it for fevers and nervous 
complaints. It is sometimes mingled 
with the incense burned in churches, 
and is also put in certain kinds of 
wine to improve the bouquet.” 

But the great use of ambergris ir 
in the manufacture of perfumery 
Not that its fragrance is either very 
| powerful or pleasing, but it possesses 
the peculiar property of causing other 
ingredients to throw out their odors 
and making them more specific and 
durable, 

In this respect it bears a resem- 
blance to the use of mordants in dye- 
ing, wfthout which the colors would 
fail to become permanent. Hence all 
the best perfumes contain ambergris, 
which f one reason of their costli- 
ness, and hence, also, the fact that 
“home made’ cologne, for instance, 
smells only of alcohol,
